The circuit court 
shall also appoint a supervisor In, bankruptcy 
In each circuit whose duty shall be to exaralpe

court for action against delinquent trustees, 
etc., and-to Visit and Inspect the office of 
every clerk and commissioner in bankiuptcy

A plea of not guilty was entered by 
Thornell and trial set for Wednesday, unless 
another application for continuance should be 
filed by his counsel.
